Plan Opposed

Assem blym an Peter F. Schabarum, R-49th Disc, 
Tuesday criticized 
Proposition 
A, 
Los 
Angeles 
( ounty’s current rapid transit plan which will be 
on the November ballot. 


He said he is in firm opposition to the pres­ 
ent plan, and called on voters to turn it down. 


Schabarum said he considers the cost of the 
proposed transit system to be excessive, its ex­ 
pected patronage too low, and the 89-mile fixed 
rail system unsuited to the Los Angeles area with 
its low density population. 
He also objected because a letter h** submitted 
last Friday to the Southern California R apid Trans­ 
it District, sponsors of the plan, for possible use 
as an argument against the proposition was not 
considered for inclusion with the sample ballots. 
Schabarum said he was informed the selection 
had already been made. A letter from a Robert 
J. Swan of Long Beach, who describes himself as 
a public transit catalyst, will 
be sent with the 
sample ballots, he was told. 
Schabarum said he regards the cost of bonds 
for the proposed rapid transit district, $2.5 billion 
pin*- the same amount in interest, is too high. 
Since the system would remove only 2 per cent 
of 
the daily total of automobile trips, and 4.5 p*T 
cent during rush hour, it would 
make no appreci­ 
able difference in reducing freeway traffic or air 
pollution, he said. 
Transit experts indicate that population density 
of 14,000 or more people per square mile is re­ 
quired to support rapid transit, he said, adding 
that Los Angeles has a density of only 6,000 per 
square mile. 
Passenger fares are expected to cover the cost 
of 
operation and maintenance, but not 
the $120 
million a year in debt retirement over a 40*year 
period. That would come from a one-half-cent sales 
tax. 
“The cost, $5 billion, is grossly excessive in 
relation to benefits received," Schabarum said. 
“ I think it (the proposition) is not good for 
the county as a whole and even less for m y dis­ 
trict,’* he said. The 49th Assembly District includes 
the Pomona Valley. 
‘ I think the rapid transit officials have had 
tunnel vision as far as the fixed rail concept is 
concerned." 
Asked what alternatives he would favor, he list­ 
ed improvement of the bus system w h i c h now 
serves 600,000 
people, better 
synchronization 
of 
traffic lights, metering of freeways (limiting th<’ 
number of cars allowed to enter), adapting the 
undercarriage of buses to use on rails, the jitney 
bus such as that used in Pomona, car pools, and 
raising the cost of downtown parking. 
He also said the ultimate system is going to 
utilize the freeway system, either by providing 
separate routes 
for buses 
or 
trucks, 
perhaps 
through double-decking. 
“You can build a mile of freeway at one-fif­ 
teenth the cost of a mile of fixed rail,’* he said. 
Hr also suggested use of “some of these futuristic 
ideas’’ for better transit. 
“ I think we are unlikely to see the day when 
fixed rail will be extended to the Ontario Air­ 
port,” he said, or of the Ontario-Montclair area 
being included in the transit district because of 
the cost.

ally typed him to play screen

suave, 
debonair, 
gentleman of the world.

But off stage his tempestuous 
love affairs led him to braw!>

with ex-boxer Tom Neal Sept. 
14, 1951, over the affections of 
blonde starlet Barbara Payton. 
Although Neal got the better of 
the struggle, M iss Payton chose 
to m arry Tone. Their wedding

suing for divorce 53 days later.

One of the outstanding fea­ 
tures of higher education in the 
United States is its astonishing 
diversity. There really is a col­ 
lege fur every taste, for every 
budget, for every educational 
goal. 
Institutions range from pri­ 
vate colleges with fewer than 
100 students to state universi­ 
ties with over 50,000. They go 
from t h o s e offering “pure” 
liberal arts curricula to special 
schools in such areas as podi­ 
atry 
or 
m ortuary 
science. 
Choices include a Sarah Law­ 
rence, with a minimum annual 
cost of almost $4,0M, to a Deep 
Springs, w h e r e work on a 
ranch is combined with a full 
scholarship. 
Some colleges are prim arily 
technical, o t h e r s are strictly 
arts-oriented. 


M a n y 
universities 
contain 
within themselves a complete 
spectrum 
including, 
for 
ex­ 
ample, a highly selective col­ 
lege of engineering along with 
a 
not 
particularly 
selective 
school of home economics. 
To n a r r o w this wide and 
rather overwhelming field 
of 
choice, your first consideration 
might be whether or not you 
a re certain you want to attend 
college for four years. 
Of course, if you are eager 
to steep yourself in the pursuit 
of knowledge for its own sake, 
the 
four-year 
college 
is 
un­ 
doubtedly your cup of tea. 
Too, if you are planning a 
career in a field such as law, 
medicine, social work, or li­ 
brary science, you must figure 
on four years of undergraduate 
work followed by two or more 
years of further study at the 
graduate level. For specialties 


like engineering, 
architecture, 
or teaching, a minimum of four 
years is normally required. 
If, however, you have a less 
clearly formed desire for pure 
learning beyond the high school 
level, and are not at all sure 
you want to commit yourself to 
four more years of school, the 
general education program in a 
two-year college might be just 
what the doctor ordered. 
There are also many career 
areas where the necessary ba­ 
sic requirem ents can be fully 
met in a two-year institution. 
These range from automotive 
to X-ray technology, from busi­ 
ness skills to police science. 
To 
meet 
these 
needs, 
the 
number of two-voar institutions 
is rapidly Increasing. 
M ost of these, by the way, 
are called “ junior” or “com­ 
m unity” colleges but some are 
not and you can’t always iden- 


tify them by their nam es. 
th ey offer two types of pro­ 
gram , each of which incorpor­ 
ates both liberal arts and ca­ 
reer-oriented curricula leading 
to the “Associate” degree. 
One is c a l l e d “terminal,” 
which means that graduation 
represents the end of your for­ 
mal education. The other is de­ 
signed 
“ transfer,” 
and 
is 
more or less equivalent to the 
first two years at a four-year 
college. 
With a properly chosen set 
of c o u r s e s and satisfactory 
grades you can transfer from 
your junior college to the junior 
year of a regular college. 
And there’s a good chance 
that 
this 
might 
hr 
one you 
couldn’t have gotten into as a 
freshm an. This 
is partly be­ 
c au s e it has vacancies result­ 
ing from dropouts, and partly 
because 
you 
yourself 
may 


have 
matured 
scholastically 
during y o u r two post-high- 
school years. 
But don’t get the Idea that 
two-year colleges are Inferior. 
The diversity I outlined with 
respect to colleges as a whole 
applies equally to the two-year! 
ones. 
As a matter of fact, Deep 
Springs, for example, Is an ex­ 
tremely selective two-year col­ 
lege sending its students to the 
prestigious h a l l s of Cornell,! 
Harvard, and the like. 
In the succeeding articles, as 
I show you how to continue nar- j 
rowing the field of choice on the 
basis of various objective fac­ 
tors, keep constantly in mind 
that 
each 
decision 
you 
will 
mak^ is as relevant to your 
search for a two-year college 
as it is for a four-year one.

Clarem ont Renewal Agency Proposed 
Dropout 


CLAREMONT — The plan­ 
ning commission Tuesday night 
recommended that the city es­ 
tablish a redevelopment agency 
to plan the improvement of the 
downtown business district. 
The Claremont planners also 
recommended that a capital im­ 
provement program of 4,604,- 
000 be submitted to the voters 
in parts rather than as a pack­ 
age. Next spring was suggested 
for the voting. 
In a third action, the plan­ 
ners proposed that the rousing 
of Arrow 
Highway n o t 
be 
changed. 
The 
commission 
decisions, 
which will be forwarded to the 


City Council, were made in a 
five-hour meeting at T a y l o r 
Hall in 
Cahuilla 
Park. The 
meeting 
site was shifted from 
city hall because of an over­ 
flow crowd. 
The 
redevelopment 
agency 
proposal was only one part of 
a report by a committee that 
studied the downtown area for 
14 months. George Blair, acting 
chairman of the planners in the 
absence of Jack Mason, s a i d 
other phases of the report will 
be taken up later. 
Protesting the redevelopment 
agency 
were 
Myron 
Powell. 
Mack Parks and Fred Bentley 
wlvle Gordon Curtis, Robert Q. 


Anderson and Robert Stafford 
felt the agency would be a good 
idea. 
William Bergman, city legal 
counsel, said the redevelopment 
agency would be appointed by 
the City Council, that five or 
seven members probably would 
be selected and that the group 
would have the task of finding a 
plan for remodeling or upgrad­ 
ing downtown Claremont. The 
plan would have to be approved 
by the council following hear­ 
ings. 
The capital improvements pro­ 
gram, proposed by a citizens 
committee, was accepted by the 
planners. They spent consider­ 
able time wrangling over wheth­ 
er all seven items should be 
“ packaged” for the bond issue 
or listed separately. 


The planners voted to include 
the city hall-police facility, fire 
department headquarters, city 
yards and post office land as a 
“ package” 
totaling 
$2,629,000 
since they felt it comprised a 
civic complex. 
The remaining items — a lib­ 
rary totaling $700,000; 
parks, 
$1,175,000; 
and cu’tural facili­ 
ties, $100,000 — are recommend­ 
ed by the planners to be voted 
on as single items in case state 
law would not permit the City 
Council to put them in a second 
“ package” on the bond issue. 
The cultural facilities, which 
originally totaled $300,000, were 
slashed 
to $100,000 with 
the 
$200,000 (for a building) to go 
into the parks bond issue. 
The Library subcommittee of 
the capital improvements com- 


mittee recommended that the 
city construct a 20,000-square 
foot building and that the City 
Council establish a five-man lib­ 
rary board to study the possibil­ 
ity of the city owning its own 
library instead of maintaining 
the present county lease ar­ 
rangement if financially feas­ 
ible. 
The Arrow Highway portion of 
the meeting included presenta­ 
tions by a group of parents who 
have 
formed 
the 
Claremont 
South Association. The group is 
against the widening of the 
present 
Arrow 
Highway 
and 
wants Arrow realigned westerly 
of Indian Hill Boulevard to join 
with 1st Street. 
The planners voted against 
the realignment when engineer­ 
ing studies showed that it would 


cost over $2 million to get rights 
of way to construct the road 
from Arrow Highway to Clare­ 
mont Boulevard. 
Residents of Arrow Highway 
east of Indian Hill do not want 
the street widened to a major 
highway because of the increas­ 
ed traffic it will bring. They are 
also worried about the safety of 
children crossing Arrow to Oak- 
mont School and the school los­ 
ing 80 feet of its playground for 
the widening. 
The planners recommended 


that the council notify the coun­ 
ty that the city does not wish 
Arrow to be widened as planned 
until after Claremont completes 
its revision of the general plan 
and general traffic circulation 
pattern. 


Dr. Spock Says Americans 
Need Education in Justice

ALTA LOMA — The Ameri­ 
can people need to be educat­ 
ed about justice. 
That, in substance, was the 
message given 
to 1,200 
stu­ 
dents at Chaffey College Tues­ 
day morning by Dr. Benjamin 
Spock, internationally k n o w n 
pediatrician who has been con­ 
victed in federal court of con­ 
spiring 
to violate 
the draft 
laws. Spock, 65, was sentenced 
to two years in jail and a $5,000 
fine. He is currently appealing 
the sentence. 
Dr. Spock gave students his 
opinion about the history and 
causes of the Vietnam war, the 
“ black 
revolution.” and th e 
“ youth revolution.” 
Students gave him a warm 
welcome. They applauded 25 
seconds during his introduction, 
eight seconds when his wife was 
introduced and 15 seconds when 
he began to speak. They ap­ 
plauded at times d u r i n g his 
speech and unfurled two signs 
at the end which said “ Spock 
It to Them,” and-“ Not Guilty.” 
In beginning his speech, Dr. 
Spock made a passing refer­ 
ence to a protest made against 
him by Battes Botting of Mom- 
clair. Botting, who said he was 
a sophomore at Chaffey Col­ 
lege, stood in protest in front 
of the Gymnasium before Dr. 
Spock’s speech, the first of two 
scheduled for Tuesday. Botting 
carried 
a 
sign 
which 
said, 
“ Chaffey College Supports Con­ 
victed Felons With Your Mon­ 
ey. Don't Buy ASB (Associated 
Student Body) Cards.” 
Dr. Spock said he saw the 
protest sign and appreciated 
Chaffey College’s invitation to 
s p e a k . Since 12 engagements 
were made to speak in Califor­ 
nia 11 months ago, before his 
conviction, only three have been 
canceled, he said. 
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Justice was the theme of ev­ 
erything he had to say about 
human affairs during both the 
11 a.m. convocation and at the 
luncheon that followed. 
Daley Supported 
Dr. Spock said a poll taken 
after the protests in Chicago 
during the Democratic conven­ 
tion showed that 71 per cent 
of those polled supported Mayor 
Daley’s handling of the demon­ 
strators. 
“ That gives me an idea how 
far we have to go to educate 
the American people about jus­ 
tice,” Spock said. 
He said the Vietnam war was 
illegal; that the black man looks 


upon current anti-poverty pro­ 
grams and civil rights legisla­ 
tion as a hoax; and that a shift 
in attitude of youth from their 
parents was “ the only worth­ 
while sign on the horizon.” 
His concept of the world scene 
was that the United S t a t e s 
emerged out of World War II 
with enormous, political, mili­ 
tary and economic power.

Wanted: A Savior 
For the Nation 


Richard Nixon is out to win the hearts 
and minds and votes of the * forgotten Am* \ ~ 
jeans,” the great middle class. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey is aiming at th e sa m e group, though 
he calls them by a different n a m e — the 
“silent” or “moderate 
majority." 
A n d 
George Wallace is (*ertainly not pitching his 
appeal to any racial or economic minorities. 
Just who is this forgotten, silent, moder­ 
ate, much-courted American? 
Basically, he is a man who has never 
had things so good n o r been so worried 
that things were going bad. 
He is, for example, a trade unionist, 
proud of the fact that his immigrant father 
had his head bloodied by the cops during 
a violent strik e for d ecen t w ag es and w ork­ 
ing conditions b ack in the 1930s. 
T his m a n is stau n ch ly in favor of law 
and order in the cities and the use of stern 
measures against rioters. The union he be­ 
longs to continues to keep out Negroes who 
are trying to learn the sk ills that will give 
th em decent wages and living conditions. 
Or he is a businessman who grew up 
in poverty during the Depression. Thanks 
to a loan from the government that got 
him started, he now runs his own prosperous 
plant, supplying parts to a larger company 
with a lucrative defense contract. 
This man is sick and tired of high taxes 
and bureaucratic interference in free enter­ 
prise. 
He may also he a man who fought for 
his country in World War II. In reward 
for his services, the government paid for 
his college education entirely. A GI loan 
enabled him to buy his first house with no 
down payment and low interest. 
He eventually traded this home up for 
a bigger one in a better suburb. He is not 
against equality, but he is getting fed up 
with th e demands of some people. He feels 
that if they want the good things in life, 
they should earn them, just as he did. He 
is also uneasy over recent court rulings that 
may open the way for c e rta in u n d esirab les 
to move into his community and his chil­ 
dren’s school. 
These particular “forgotten Americans,” 
who constitute a significant if unknown por­ 
tion of the electorate, might perhaps more 
accurately be called the “forgetting Ameri­ 
cans.” 
There are millions of others, however, 
who have not forgotten the benefits they 
h a v e receiv ed or g a i n e d for themselves 
through the American system, who realize 
that the same benefits must be accorded 
to all citizens, who have generally approved 
of or at least understood the vast soc ial 
rhanges that have taken pla<*e in the past 
decade, who know that there are no simple, 
“right” answers to the complex problems 
that face a great and varied nation. 
Yet they, too, are possessed by the dis­ 
turbing feeling that the country is off the 
track, that somehow things are c o m i n g 
apart at the seams. 
They see the new generation, whbh has 
been given more opportunities and more ed­ 
ucation than any previous generation, ap­ 
parently rejecting the very society that gave 
it these things and either “dropping out’’ 
or slashing away at the philosophical and 
moral and political underpinnings of the na­ 
tion itself. After all these years, they are 
now being told that everything they have 
believed is false, everything they have val­ 
ued is a sham, that the Republic is an out­ 
moded fraud and that it and they are sick. 
These concerned, confused Americans do 
not know what the solution is, but most 
disturbing of all, many are far from sure 
that 
any of the presidential candidates 
knows either. 
The nation desperately needs a savior. 
Is one in sight?

"We will be another Vietnam 
if it comes down to that.” 
This is what is being said in 
Belgrade with quiet resolution 
by those who see the shadow 
of Soviet intervention in Yugo­ 
slavia still hanging heavy on 
the eastern horizon. The fear of 
an invasion similar to the Rus­ 
sian take-over in Prague is a 
deep undercurrent in the Yugo­ 
slav capital, according to intel­ 
ligence reports. 
Western sources are hopeful 
this fear is exaggerated. No 
overt signs of troop movements 
or bolder concentrations have 
been detected. But in view of 
the heavy hand the Soviet mil­ 
itary high command appears to 
be exercising, the possibility of 
another Prague cannot be rul­ 
ed out. Marshal Tito flew to the 
Czech capital to give Alexand­ 
er Dubcek all possible support. 
And, whereas Rumania is now 
playing it cool after initial sup­ 
port 
for 
Prague’s 
liberalized 
communism, 
stern 
criticism 
continues from Belgrade. 
Back of the threat of another 
Vietnam is the Yugoslav de­ 
termination to resist a take - 
over by fighting. During World 
War II Yugoslav partisans mas­ 
tered the techniques of guerril­ 
la warfare against the Nazis 
and their internal allies. Show­ 
ing extraordinary courage and 
stamina with Tito as their lead­ 
er, they made the Nazis pay 
dearly for the occupation. The 
men who fought that guerrilla 
war are now saying the Rus­ 
sians would 
meet 
the same 
kind of resistance if they mov­ 
ed into Yugoslavia. 


The Yugoslavs were the first 
to break with the Cominform 
control exercised by Moscow. 
They shattered the concept of 
monolithic communism 20 years 
ago when Stalin's authoritarian 
rule extended over all the satel­ 
lites. 
That 20 years later, long af­ 
ter Stalin’s death and with the 
presumed thaw in the c o l d 
war, Yugoslavia should fear a 


Soviet invasion is a measure of 
the devastating effect of the 
tragedy of Prague. The grow­ 
ing fear is that the Russian mil­ 
itary now having the whip hand 
will stop at nothing to consol­ 
idate the military boundaries of 
the Soviet empire. 
In November of 1949 this re­ 
porter was the first Western 
journalist to interview Tito af-

ter the historic break with Mos­ 
cow. In his huge walnut - pan­ 
eled office in his private villa 
on the outskirts of Belgrade he 
radiated quiet confidence. It is 
interesting in the light of what 
is now happening to look back 
on that interview. Tito expres­ 
sed firm conviction that the So­ 
viets would not use military 
force to destroy a government 
that had refused to submit to 
dictation by Moscow as he had. 
"Russia’s position before the 
world,” Tito told me, "would 
prevent her taking any such 
step. It would put the Soviet 
Union in the position of an ag­ 
gressor and that is a role she 
cannot afford. 
"Of course, border incidents 
will continue. 
They probably 
will even be stepped up. But 
that doesn’t cause us too much 
concern. Yes, we have good 
nerves here. We have had a 
great deal of experience to hard­ 
en our nerves in recent years.” 


Stalin did everything he could 
short of war to bring down Tito. 
Border 
incidents, 
economic 
blockade, a constant barrage of 
vilification and abuse — these 
were the weapons the old dic­ 
tator turned against Belgrade. 
Fascist was one of the terms 


of abuse hurled at Tito and his 
regime. The effect, Tito said in 
the interview, had been just the 
opposite of what Moscow intend­ 
ed. The Yugoslavs were amaz­ 
ed that such vilivication could 
be used by a once friendly gov­ 
ernment. 


The wise policy of the Tru­ 
man administration 
contribu­ 
ted a lot to help the Yugoslavs 
keep their independence. Both 
military and economic aid bol­ 
stered a country ravaged by 
long years of war. 
Never - 
theless, 
with 
economic 
ties 
with Moscow severed the going 
was rough and for most Yugo­ 
slavs existence was down to bed­ 
rock. For Washington a bonus 
came with Tito’s action closing 
the Yugoslav - Greek border fol- 
woing his break with the So­ 
viets. This meant an end to the 
movement of infiltratiors rein­ 
forcing the Communist rebels 
in Greece. While the net effect 
of this action has long been de­ 
bated, many observers believe 
it was the key to ending the 
revolt with massive American 
aid and several thousand Amer­ 
ican advisers. 
This time, if the worst should 
happen, there is little or noth­ 
ing Washington could do. That 
is the candid word being pass­ 
ed on to Belgrade. The fact that 
we are in the midst of a presi­ 
dential campaign with Vietnam 
and foreign policy a major is­ 
sue 
makes 
any 
constructive 
step even more unlikely. 
With Charles de Gaulle in his 
customary state of sulks the 
precautionary 
measures 
that 
might be taken through NATO 
are excluded. There is talk of 
rotation

out of Germany, instead of sim­ 
ply removing them. There is 
talk,

The lessons of 
Korea are today being applied 
to Vietnam.

now, the greatest mistake the 
United States made at Panmun­ 
jom was to make good will con­ 
cessions to get the talks going. 
The old - timers believe these 
concessions caused the war to 
last a year longer and thus led 
to the unnecessary loss of many 
American and Allied lives. 
These diplomats also believe, 
in hindsight, the one-sided con­ 
cessions resulted in an armis­ 
tice agreement far less favor­ 
able than we could otherwise 
have achieved. 


es could have kept up the pres­ 
sure. Every day of delay would 
have cost the North Koreans 
and their Communist Chinese 
allies. The experts think t h i s 
would have shortened the talks 
by 12 months. 
By contrast, U.S. negotiators 
learned that when they dug in 
and were as hard-nosed as the 
North Koreans, they got results.

Trump Card in Talks With U.S. 


Spanish Foreign Minister Fer­ 
nando Maria Castiella began 
negotiations in Washington this 
week for renewal of the U.S.- 
Spanish military bases agree­ 
ment with a new trump card in 
his hand. 
This was the Soviet military 
occupation 
of 
Czechoslovakia 
which added more than a dozen 
Communist army divisions to 
the lineup against the Western 
NATO nations and, according to 
some military analysts, changed 
the balance of power in Europe. 


With the continuing refusal of 
the French to participate in the 
military side of the Atlantic 
alliance and with the disturbing 
increase of Soviet naval might

bargaining position. 


Specifically, the Washington 
negotiations deal with renewal 
of a 10-year treaty signed by 
the two nations Sept. 26, 1953, 
and renewed for another five 
years In 1963. 
The treaty gave the United 
Stales the right to share air 
forces bases at Torrejon, near 
Madrid, 
and 
Moron, 
near 
Seville, and the Navy base at 
Rota, near Cadiz. 
With the development of the 
intercontinental 
ballistic 
mis­ 
sile, the air bases are consi* 
dered conveniences, primarily 
of use to the air tankers which 
refuel American bombers on 
international patrol. Presuma­ 
bly, they could be eliminated 
without too much Iocs.

A shark on a platter, flanked by a baked 
potato and a flagon of bourbon, is one thing. 
A shark encountered a m ile off shore, and you 
in your bikini and snorkel, is quite another. 


Hundreds of unofficial world’s swimming 
records are set at the sight of a dorsal fin 
slicing through the water. 
Sharks do not like the taste of human flesh, 
according to Shelton Applegate, associate cu­ 
rator of vertebrate paleontology at the County 
Museum of Natural History. (THERE’S a title 
to squeeze onto your library card under “Oc­ 
cupation.” ) 
The fact that I am distasteful to a shark's 
taste, does not ease my nervousness a bit. I 
myself often eat things (like shark meat) that 
1 find distasteful. (If I don’t eat everything on 
the plate. 1 don’t get any dessert, Mommy 
says.) So maybe the shark has a wife like 
.nine (perfectly possible) and he’s merely 
“cleaning his plate” when he goes for my 
toes. 
A pplegate says there are only three man- 
eating sharks off the California coast—w hite 
shark, tieer shark, and m ako shark. ONLY 


three? How many do you need, when one can 
be fatal? 
There is no proof, he said, of sharks hav­ 
ing ever made an unprovoked attack on hum­ 
ans off the California coast. Unprovoked? Who 
would provoke a shark? Who knows what, 
provokes them? Just going swimming in their 
ocean might enrage them. 
Sharks only attack when frightened, ac­ 
cording to the late J. G. Pensley of the San 
Jacobs marine station. Charles J. (One-Arm) 
Davidson says most sharks are harmless to 
man. Many sharks can actually be pushed or 
nudged without attacking, according to Roy J. 
Martin, whose underwater camera was found 
long after his disappearance. The film was 
processed, but nothing developed. 
Applegate s a y s the “most impressive” 
shirk found off California is the basking 
shark, Cetorhinus maximus, which grows to 
30 feet in length and more than a ton in 
weight. I’ll say impressive. 
Despite their size, they are harmless to 
man, says the State Department of Fish and 
Game, snug in its seventh story office in 
Sacramento. 
The largest shark ever caught off Califor­ 
nia was a 3,000-pound tiger shark. Actually, 
it was a two-man Jap submarine, which some­ 
times makes unprovoked attacks. 
“A great deal still has to be learned about 
sharks,” Applegate said.

Just Peace 
Only Way, 
Says Thieu 


SAIGON (AP) — President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
Tuesday! 
warned those who want to end 
the war in Vietnam that his gov­ 
ernment’s formula for peace is 
the only acceptable one. 
“ We cannot accept peace pro­ 
posals from any individual or 
any group other than the just 
formula for peace which the 
government is pursuing,’’ Thieu 
told the graduating class at the 
Vietnamese Naval Academy in 
Nha Trang. 
“ Although we want peace, we 
do not want to accept peace at 
any price. It must be just and 
guaranteed, protecting freedom, 
sovereignty, 
democracy 
and 
progress for the people of the 
South.” 
Thieu added: 
“ I am deter­ 
mined not to allow unbridled 
freedom, with every one raising 
thoughts on peace which are not 
in harmony with the govern­ 
ment’s, to sell out the country to 
the enemy or for personal politi­ 
cal gain.” 
It was the first time Thieu 
specifically 
warned 
Vietnam 
doves not to deviate from the 
government line. It was appar-: 
ently intended to squelch the ef­ 
forts of “ soft line” advocates, 
among them militant Buddhist 
groups who recently asked per-j 
mission to send a peace delega­ 
tion around the world. 
The Thieu government’s main 
conditions for peace are the 
withdrawal 
of 
North 
Viet­ 
namese troops from the South, a 
complete cessation of Viet Cong 
activities and constructive talks 
between North Vietnam and the 
Saigon government. It opposes 
talks with the Viet Cong’s Na­ 
tional Liberation Front and the 
formation of a coalition govern­ 
ment.

Heat the 
juice and thicken it slightly with a small amount of corn­ 
starch or preferably arrow root (about % tsp. cornstarch , 
dissolved in a little cold water to one package of raspber- 
rles) Simmer until the sauce comes clear. Cool. At dessert 
time, place a ball of French vanilla ice cream in a sherbet 
dirh’cr champagne glass, topped with a half (canned) peach 
(cut side down). Pout raspberry sauce over all. Top with 
whipped cream and decorate with slivered almonds. Serves 
four. 
Another recipe I found on Comenchi Island near Villa 
d’Este, Italy, is equally delectable and less well known. This 
is a dessert of vanilla ice cream topped with sliced mangoes 
with Lqeur poured over all. 
Well-known bachelor host, Russel Wright, the designer, 
has a favorite company dessert — simply scoops of lemon 
ice topped with Cointreau.
